A FATAL FALL.—We learn that 
on Monday morning Mr. William 
Luttterloh was found on the stone 
pavementin front of Battner’s Hotel, 
Salem, having been killed by a fall 
from the window of the room he oe- 
cupied which was on the second 
floor. Mr. Lutterloh was in bad 
health with mind somewhat impair- 
ed by disease. He was under medi- 
cal treatment at Salem, and a negro 
man was employed to watch over 

He was found at 4 o’clock in the 
morning on the pavement dead and 
cold. Theservant says he had gotten 
up,’ dressed carefully and taking 
his cane, had gone out, at four 
o’clock. But his watch stopped at 2 
o’clock, and as he was cold at 4, he 
must have left his room much sooner, 
and as there are marks on the wall 
under his window as if he had strug- 
gled to retain his bold, it is more 
than likely ‘he went through the 
window under some hallucination. 

His remains were taken to Fay- 
etteville yesterday morning for inter- 
ment. 

Mr. Lutterloh was the son of the 
late Charles Lutterloh of Chatham, 
and was about 50 years of age. He

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The Discovery of the Bedy of the 
Murdesed W ite and Child the Fiend 
Literally Cuts Lis Wife and Child 
to Pieces aud Attempts to Burn 
Them, Atterwards Places the 
Mutilated Remains in a bag and 
Buries Them in a Marsh Hole— 
Horrible Details. | 

The Murderer's Father and Broth- 
crs Arrested on suspiciow of a 
Knowledye of the Deed, Named 
and Dismissed—the Evidence De- 
duced in the 

THE MURDERER FIEND ATILL 
AT LARGE, 


We have already given some of the 
particulars of the finding of the re- 
mains, on Saturday last, of the late 
Mrs. A. W. Partm, Jr., 
in Panther Branch Township, some 
fifteen miles south of Raleigh, but 
we are enubled to lay before our read- 
ers this morning the partieulars at- 
tending one of the most horrible and 
revolting murders it has ever been 
our duty to record : 

TIE MURDERER. 
Alfriend Wintield Partin, Jr., com- 


monly known as Scott Partin, is a 


son of A. W. Partin, Sr., of Panther 
Branch Township, Wake county, is 
sged about 27 years, weighs about 155 
pounds, is some five feet ten inches 
high, has one eye a little squinted, 
one front tooth plugged with gold, 
two of his teeth pressing together in 
front, has dark blue eyes, dark hair, 
a high crooked Roman nose, walks a 
little parrot-toed, has a downcast ex- 
pression but is quick in conversation, 
Some time in 1872 he married the 
daughterot Henderson Walton, of 
Buckhorn Township, by whom he 


hand a child that was some eight 
months old in February last. For 
some time prior to Februar he 


had been working for George P. Par- 
in, who had employed quite a num- 
of hands for different kinds of 
work, and his wife had been stay- 
inga portion of (hewinter at his broth- 
er Gecrge’s but in February was stay- 
ing at is father’s. 


THE MARDER. 


On the 12th of February last Scott 
Partin, in company with his wife 
and child,left his father’s house about 
sunset, (there being no one at home 
at the time but his mother,) saying 
that be was going that night to the 
residence of acousin some three 
miles distant. This was the last time 
his wife and child was ever seen alive, 
and as late discoveries have develop- 
ed, the flend carried his wife and 
child into a swamp, through which 
lhe had to pass, not more than three 
hundred yards from his father’s resi- 
dence, and there brutally murdered 
them, chopped them into pieces aud 
buried them in the marsh. He then 
went back to his mother’s about one 
o'clock at night and asked for his 
trunk, stating that he had made his 
arrangements to vo away and would 
proceed that night to carry his wife 
‘down the country.“ As has sinee 
been learned, he was seen in the 
neighborhood for several days after- 
wards when he disappeared from 


sight. Gradually the suspicion was 
aroused that there had n some 


foul play orthat all was not right, 
but nothing tangible could be obtain- 
ed. Her father and mother visited 
the neighborhood shortly afterwards 
to see their daughter, but was told 
the couple had moved away, and 
were shown a letter from Scott Par- 
tin purporting to be from Goldsboro, 
and stating that his wife and child 
were doing well. This did not satis- 
fy Mr. Walton, and he at once com- 
menced an inquiry as to the where- 
abouts of his daughter. 

Since that time Scott Partin has 
been seen in the neighborhood seve- 
ral times, and when told by an Aunt 
that he was suspected of killing his 
wife and child he became alarmed 
and again disappeared, 

The efforts of Mr. Walton to find 
his daughter proved fruitless, and 
some ten days ago the hitherto 
peaceful community became aroused 
to a sense of the fact that a foul deed 
had been committedin their midst, 
and they determined to ferret the 
mutter out. 

THE FINDING OF THE BODIES. 

The eitizens of Panther Branch 
‘Township, aided by a large number 
of persons from Johnston county, 
(the seene ofthe murder is imme- 
diately upon the Johnston county 
line,) last week organized themselves 
forathorough search of the mur- 
dered woman and child, and on Sat- 
urday morning last some 75 men 
started out to scour the country thor- 
oughly. ‘They formed a line on foot, 
the men some four steps apart, de- 
termined to leave no spot of ground 
in the whole neighborhood unsear- 
ched, and continued in this manner 
until one o’eloeck, at which time, 
the line had _ breasted the large 
swamp or marsh some 300 yards from 
the residence of A. W. Partin, Br., 
and immediately on the line of John- 
ston and Wake counties, every hole, 
log and suspicious place having been 
examined thoroughly. A portion of 
the line came acrossa hole of mud 
and water some eight feet in diame- 
ter aud about the same length, ina 
thick bedy of undergrowth and only 
some 40 yards removed from a 


path through the swamp, in 
which was a dead cow, 
the property of Mr. Bryant Smith, of 


that neighborhood, which has been 
dead for some days and which had 
attracted the presence of some buz- 
zurds. An examination of this hole 
was made, notwithstanding the 
presence of the cow therein, and it 
was found to be of considerable 
depth, though it was ofa muddy 
character, One of the party usingan 
iron rake soon brought to the surface 
a piece of flesh that resembled that 
of a human being,and goon a bag was 
dragged out, enough to conyince 
the party that they had found what 
they were searching for, and piece b 

piece the body of Scott Partin’s wife 
and child were pulled out of this 
watery grave to which they had been 
consigned at the hands of him whose 
duty it should have been to protect 
them. The murdered woman had

“cut from her face, her body literal! 


quartered, one of her breasts cut off, 
her arms cut off at the elbows, and 
the remaining portions of her person 
treated in a similar manner. The 
infunt had been served pretty much 
in the same way. Appearances in- 
dicated that the fiend had attempted 
to first burn the bodies, the head par- 
ticularly bore evidence of such an in- 


, tention, but doubtless finding the 


process too slow he resorted to the 
plan of burying his murdered family 
in a guano bag In the morass-hole in 
which it was found on Saturday. 
The whole community, at the find- 
ing of this outrages upon the every 
feeling of humanity, became 


THOROUGHLY ENRAGED, 


and had Scott Partin then been with- 
in the power of those ple he 
would have shared no milder a fate 
than his wife and child. 

Suspicion had been aroused against 
his father and brothers as having 
been accessories after the fact, and 
they were accordingly arrested Sat- 
urday afternoon upon their return 
from Raleigh, wherethey had been 
before the nd Jury teettying con- 
cerning this case. following is 
the wartant of arrest and the eyi- 
dence deduced in the trial on Sun- 
day before Justices Adams and Wil- 
liams: |

Partin stated the same 
thiug; A. W. Partin, Sr., making the 
same statement. 

Witnesses for the State called and 
sworn, the defendant producing no 
Withesses : 

Susan Partin testified—She stated 
substantially that she is the mother 
of A. W. Partin, Jr., George P'. Par- 
tin and J. H. Partin, und wife of A.

C. Partins’, (a cousin of A. W. Par- 
tin, Jr.,) and that from there he was 
going away, to leave the country or 
State, she did not know which.

She saw him 
again the next day, alsoon the Sunday 
following. He said he had left his 
wife and child at the house of 
a person Whose name he did not give. 
She has seen him several times since. 
He always gave some account of 
his wife and child. Heacted very 
strangely and wildly. She thought 
he was deranged, and was somewhat 
afraid of him. A. W. Partin, Sr., was 
absent atthe timeof the departure 
of A. W. Partin, Jr., and did mot re- 
turn until the Sunday after the 12th 
Gieorge P. Partin was not there at 
that time, before orsome time after ; 
he lives some distance from there. 
Ife hada party at his house the 
night A. W. Partin Jr., and his wife 
left witness’ house. He sent II. 
Hunnicutt to invite A. W. Partin 
and his wife. The witness had not 
seen A. W. Partin, Jr., lately, and 
knew nothing more about the 
matter. 

Margaret Page called—she stated she 
saw A. W. Partin, Jr.,on the morn - 
ing of the 12th of February, and had 
not sceu him since. Shekunew noth- 
ing about the matter. 

Candace Partin testifled— She stated 
that A. W. Partin, Jr., came to his 
house on Thursday the day before the 
12th of Febuary last. e and his 
wife were friendly, they stayed all 
night, ate together and slept togeth- 


er. hey leftthe nextday. Shesaw 
him again the Sunday afterward. 
He said he bad Jeft his wife and child 


atthe home of some person he did 
not name. She saw him again in 
March; he said a good deal about his 
wife and child; said they were living 
down thedcountry, all doing very 
well. Witness told him that it was 
suspected that he had murdered his 
wife and child. He seemed alarm- 
ad at what was said, he saw two per- 
sons coming toward him and made 
his escape. She has not seen him 
since. Sheknew nothing to connect 
George P. Partin, J. H. Partin or A. 
W. Partin, Sr., with the murder.— 
A. W. Partin, Jr., asked her when 
at her bome in March not to let 
rge P. Partin or J. H. Partin 
now that he had been to her home. 
Polly Partin testified—She is the 
sister of Candace Partin, and gave

concealed in their house one day and 
left at night, saying he was afraid of 
being arrested for debt. He did not 
wish George P. Partin to know that 
he had been there. 

Susan Partin recalled—She stated 
that on the IIth of March she and 
her husband were living with George 
P. Partin, That A. W. Partin, Jr., 
staid thereon the night of the loth 
of March and next morning until 
after breakfast. George P Partin and 
Jno. H. Partin went to Raleigh and 
staid all night the same night and 
did not see A. W. Partin, Jr.; she 
told the latter of the reports about 
him. He was oo agitated, seem- 
ing almost wild. He soon left and 
she has not seen him since. 

John Page testifled— He rented 
and has been living atthe former 
residence of A. W. Partin, Jr., since 
the first of March last. He has been 
numbers of times at and near the 
ace where the remains of Anna 

artin was found. He was at work 
on the plantation for some time pro- 
vious to A. W. Partin, Jr. 
to P. Partin'’s. A. W. Partin, 
Jr., at that time and for some 
time previous worked at George 
F. Purtin's. He has seen 
him there frequently, and 
had never seen anything suspicious. 
Gn the night of the 12th of February 
there was a party at George P. Par- 
tin’s house. He was there. George 
P. Partin was at home. J. H. Partin 
and A. W. Partin, Sr., were there 


also. The witness was with George 


P. Partin the next day and night 
and also part of the next day. He 
saw J. H. Partin and A. W. Partin, 
Sr., at George P. Partin’s that night 
anda partof next day. He knew 
nothing more. The distance from 
George P. Partin’s tothe place where 
the remains of Anna Partin were 
found was some five miles. 

D. H. Partin testified—He heard 
John H. Partin say about the first of 
April that he was just from Ciolds- 
boro; that hesaw A. W. Partin, Jr., 
and wife, and that they were well. 
That his wife was well and hearty, 
und looked as well as he ever saw 
her. John H. Partin had been 
drinking. He knew nothing to con- 
— the other parties with the mur- 

er. 

Easter Partin testified—She is the 
wife of John H. Partin. She knew 
nothin to connect any of the parties 
with the murder. 

Wm. Reaves testified—he said A. 
W. Partin, Jr., applied to him for hs 
mule to carry his wife to her father’s. 
This was on Monday before the mur- 
der, Partin did not get the mule, stat- 
ing he had made other arrangements. 
He saw him on two or three occasions 
that week at his (Reaves’) house pre- 
vious to the murder. A., W. Partin, 
Jr., was drinking a good deal that 
week. Hehas not seen him since 
and kuows nothing more concerning 
the murder or the other parties charg- 
ed. George P. Partin and Jno. II. 
Partin came to see him ou one occa- 
sion aud enquired of him if he knew 
anything about A. W. Partin, Jr. 
He saw nothing in their conversation 
or conduct to excite his suspicion. 
They seemed concerned about A. W. 
Partin, Sr. 

Calvin Page stated that he knew 
nothing material. 

J. W. Bialock testified—He was 
in the employ of Geo. P. Partin from 
January until about April this year. 
He lived at the house lately oceu- 
pied by A. W. Partin, Jr. He saw 
the parties charged frequently. There 
was a party at Geo. P. Partin’s the 
Friday night the murder is supposed 
to have been committed. George !“. 
Partin, Geo. H, Partin and A. W. 
Partin, Sr., were all present. Jno. II. 
Partin went home on Sunday. He 
was working there and went home 
every week. Next ‘Saturday night 
Geo, P. Partin and John II. Partin 
went to John Ii. Partin’s or A. W. 
Partin, Sr., as they said, returning 
on Monday, and during that week 
George P. Partin told the witness 
that A. W. Partin, Jr., had left us; 
that he was gone; that his wife had 
acted badly, refusing to go with him 
that she was disagreeable, and cared 
fur nothing but dress. That her hus- 
band was pot able to afford it, and 
that if he (George P. Partin) had such 
a wife he would kill her; that shede- 
served death. A W. Partin, Jr., 
came to (eo. '. Partin’s about the 
luth or l2tb of March and staid all 
night. George had gone to Raleigh 
and did not see him. A few days af- 
ter Geo. P. Partin read a letter to the 
witness purporting to come from A. 
W. Partin,Jr., dated at Goldsboro,and 
offered it to witness to read, If he did 
not believe it. He did not read it. 
John H. Partin stated to wit- 
ness during the same week that A. 
W. Partin, Jr., was gone, that he 
and his wife lived very disagreeably. 
He has never heard ., W. Partin, 
Sr., say anything in reference to the 
matter that attracted his attention. 
He knew nothing more concerning 
the matter. 

Joshua Griffis testified—He had a 
conversation with Geo. P. Partin in 
reference to the whereabouts of A. 
W. Partin, Jr. George said A. W. 
Partin, Jr., was gone, and he thouglit 
the reason he had left was that he 
was afraid of Henderson Walton, (the 
father of the wife) and his sons. He 
gave no reason for thinking so; he 
said he did not know where A. W. 
Partin, Jr., was at. This conversa- 
tion occurred about the first of June. 

Martha Tilman testified—She went 
to the house cf A. W. Partin, Jr., 
early one morning in June of last 
year. He and his wife had not 
gotten out of bed. She hears the 
child crying, and the father slapping 
it. His wife asked him to quit. The 
witness heard a noise as if he was 
choking his wife. Shethen spoke to 
Partin. Hethen desisted and open- 
ed the door. She told the circum- 
stances to George P. Partin a short 
while afterwards, when he said, he 
(A. W. Partin) was ad—d fool, and 
if hedid not do better and behave he 
would inform his wife’s father of his 
treatment to her, and he would have 
the child taken from him.“ 

Angeline Jones, col., testified— 
That the treatment of A. W. Partin, 
Jr., towards his wife was not good, 
‘That his wife was sick at George P. 
Partins house last winter and re- 
mained there at the time a month or 
more. George P. Partin was very 
kind and attentive to her and fur- 
nished her with everything that was 
neccessary. 

Bright Joues, col., knew nothing 
material concerning the matter.

DEAR SiIR.— I see in the columus 
of the Sentine/ for the last few weeks 
a series of editorials ecne:-rning H. Py 
122, A bill to be entitted an act ex- 
planatory of certain acts and to en- 
able parties holdivg bonds of the State 
issued for Internal lmprovements un- 
der acts passed prior to the warto sel 
thesame,’’ Which it appears to me are 
based upon a misapprehension and 
calculated to do myseif the intros 
ducer of the bill, as well as the entire 
body of the last Legislature, an in- 
justice. I therefore beg leave to make 
a statement of the facts in the case, 
together with a history of the pass- 
age of the bill in the House, as con- 
cisely as I may be able; and ask that 
you will give ita place in your col- 
uimns. 

Yeu have stated correctly that the 
ordinance of Convention of March 
1868, which authorized the issuing of 
one million two hundred thousand 
dollars of bonds of the State to the 
Chatham Railroad company in lieu 
ofa like amount of mortgage bonds of 
said Railroad, also provided that the 
company might at any time before | 
maturity take up its bonds deposited 
with the Public Treasurer Gy - 
tuting in lieu thereof coupon bonds of 
the State or other indebtedness of the 
State. 

Under this provision of their char- 
ter you saygthat the R. & A. A. L. R. 
NR. souglit to take out of the Treasury 
its bonds and put in “repudiated war 
bonds” (meaning the bonds authoriz- 
ed to be exchanged by H. IB. 422 
that the Treasurer refused and that 
the Supreme Court sustained him. 

In this you are mistaken, and if 
you will refer to the 69 N. C. Re- 
ports, pages 499 and 502, you will se» 
that in the only two suits ever had 
between the said rail road and the 
Treasurer it is decided: 

Ist. That the Treasurer is not bound 
to take any bond issued after the date 
of said ordinance of March 11, 1808, 
which will embrace all the special 
tax bonds. 

2nd. That the Treasurer is bound 
to receive in liew of the bonds of the 
rail road any coupon bonds, or other 
valid indebtedness of the State issued 
and outstanding prior to the passage 
of said ordinance, 

Now another remark as to the facts 
surrounding this case, and I have 
done upon this point; and that is 
that the bonds authorized to be ex- 
changed under H. IB. 422 are “repu- 
diated war bonds,“ and I would re- 
fer you to the Act itself, (and I would 
be glad if you would publish it.) by 
which you will see that it only au- 
thorizes the ex¢hangeof bonds issued 
during the war for Internal Improve- 
ment purposes, under Acts passed 
prior to the war, (for detailed state- 
ment of which, see Treasurer’s Re- 
port for yearending Sept. 30th 1874, 
page 34.) These bonds certainly 
could in no sense be said to be issued 
for the purpose of carrying on the 
war, since they were authorized be- 
fore the war was anticipated. 

I will here also state the further 
fact that at the time of the introduc- 
tion of H. B. 422—the R. & A. A. I. 
R. R. had already redeemed from 
out the Treasury about seven hun— 
dred thousand dollars of its bonds 
remaining five hundred thou. 
sand, 

Let us now trace the history of H. 
B. 422 as it passed into a law. It was 
introduced on the 28th day of Janu- 
ary, nearly two months before ad- 
journment, and was referred to the 
committee on Internal Improve- 
ments. I had it referred to this com- 
mittee because I desired it to bescru- 
tinized (as indeed all acts should be,

The only ques» 
tion then arising as 1 understood, 
under the decisions of the Supreme, 
Court before referred to as well as in 
right. was- whether the bonds issued 
during.the, war. for Internal preve- 
ment purposes under acts passed be- 
tere the were of the valid indebt- 
cdness of the State. 

This question the State Debt Com- 
mittee, of Which Messrs. MeRae and 
Tate and myself were members, had 
before that time decided in the 
Alirmative, Owing to the time tne 
Internal bouds issued 
during the war were sold, they had 
nearly all fallen into the hands of 
citizen. of this State. Some of the 
holders of these came before the Com- 
mittee ou State Debt and Liabilities 
and asked that their claims be con- 
sidered in the adjustment of the debt 
of the State, and as that Committee 
were of the opinion that when our 
own citizens furnished the means 
to build our own railroads they 
were as much entitled to con- 
sideration as the bond-brokers 
of New York, this class of our in- 
debtedress was recognized, as in jus- 
tice it oughtto be, and it so turned 
out that the bonds issued during the 
war for Internal Improyement pur- 
poses under acts passed before the 
war, and the bonds issucd to the 
H. Lb. 422 
proposes to exchange, were placed in 
the same classin the adjustment of 
the State Debt, long before H. B. 422 
Was introduced, And indeed so far 
as [am concerned, during a previous 
session of the Legislature, that of 
18S73-'4, L bad introduced a bill to ad- 
justand settle the State Debt, and 
which passed the House during that 
session, embodying identieally the 
same classification as that of last ses- 
sion. 

The Committee on Internal Im- 
provements then, as I understood, 
were of opinion that if the State 
Debt bill passed, the Treasurer was 
authorized to receive the bonds men- 
tioned in House Jill 422, and that 
there Was really no necessity for the 
passage of that act; and that when 
such exchange were made, ifitshoutd 
be made, the State would receive ex- 
actly the same from its debtor, the 
RK. & A. A. L. R. R., as it proposed 
to pay to its creditor the holders of 
the bonds issued to said R. R. Co, 

In accordance with this view, after 
the State Debt bill passed, the come

there was no necessity for, or objec: 
to, the passage of Llouse Bill 

not call the dill up, in fact

In elucidation of the faet stated, the 
Journal of Commerce reports that a 
citizen of Boston, feeling himself 
aggrieved by what he deemed a little 
sharp practice in the collection of 
taxes, turned all his personal proper- 
ty into greenbacks and mace a special 
deposit of itin bank over the return 
day. He then returned it as invested 
in Government securities, and dared 
the assessors to levy a tax on it. They 
did not push him to pay, but keep 
very stillabout it for fear the habit 
might be catehing.

To the Public—A Card.

The attention of the Board of Di- 
rectorsofthe Raleigh and Augusta 
Air Line Railroad Company having 
been Called to the fact, that an act 
passed by the late General Assembly 
has been made the subject of public 
discussion, the Board deems it prop- 
er to submit the following statement 
of facts in relation thereto: 

The Chatham Railroad Company 
was chartered by act of the Legisla- 
ture of 18606. During the war 
work was commenced on the road, 
but no part was completed for use.— 
The Convention in Maren 1868 pass- 
ed an ordinance authorizing the ex- 
change of one million two hundred 
thousand dollar State bonds with 
the Chatham Railroad Company, for 
alike amount of its bonds for the 
purpose of continuing the work 
which had been begun during the 
war. In this ordinance it was pro- 
vided, that the company at any time 
before maturity might take up its 
bonds deposited with the Public 
Treasurer “ by substituting in lieu 
thereot coupon bonds of the State, or 
other indebtedness of the state.“ To 
secure the payment of these bonds by 
the company it was required to and 
did execute a mortgage on its road- 
bed property, &e. The State had be- 
fore the war exchanged bonds with 
other companies on terms similar to 
these. 

The bonds thus received frem the 
“tate were sold by the Company, and 
the proceeds used in the construction 
of the road. Several Amendments 
were made at different times to the 
charter of the Company, and it be- 
ing its intention to extend its line by 
the most direct and practicable route 
to Augusta, Ga., its name Was chang— 
edto the Raleigh & Augusta Air 
ine Railroad Company. 

To earry out this intention, and 
complete this great work, it became 
a matter of importance to the Com- 
pany to take up its bonds held by the 
State, and to substitute thereupon 
coupon bonds of the State, which it 
had the right to do under the ordi- 
nance of the Convention above re- 
ferred to, and which authorizes the 
exchange of bonds. In makiug the 
substitution, the Treasurer of the 
State and the officers of the Compaty 
differed in opinion as to what classes 
ot bonds the Company had the right 
to substitute, and the ‘Treasurer was 
bound to receive. To obtain a con- 
struction of the ordinance above re- 
ferred to, and an Act of the Lewista- 
turein relation to the same subject, 
actions were Lrought by the Com- 
pany against the Treasurer which 
were carried to the Supreme Court in 
order thatthe rights and duties of 
the parties might be adjudicated by 
the highest tribunalof the State. The 
decision of the Court Was in effect, 
that the Company lad the right to 
substitute, and the Treasurer was 
authorized to receive from the Com- 
pany for its bonds, any valid bond or 
other indebtedness of the State, 
Which had been issued er eontracted 
prior to the passage of the ordinance 
referred to, to wit: 
Mareh, The Company there- 
upon proceeded to deliver from time 
to time to the State Tre:surer, State 
bonds, the validity of Which was not 
questioned and which had been is- 
sued before the said llth of March, 
188 

Before the late war begun the Leg- 
islature had passed acts providing for 
the issue of State bonds for internal 
improvement purposes. Under these 
acts bonds were issued to railroad 
companies after the war begun, but 
they were not regarded as conneeted 
with the war and were always recog- 
nized as valid. Under the Funding 
Acts of 66, 67 and 68, coupons of these 
bonds were received by the then 
Treasurers of the State, to wit: 
(Messrs. Worth and Battle, one or 
both of them as they are informed) 
and bonds and certificates of indebt- 
edness issued therefor, whieh were 
recognized as valid by the State and 
on the stock market; and in the act 
passed at the Jate session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly entitled, „An act to 
compromise, commute and settle the 
State debt,“ the original bonds and 
bonds issued for coupons thus funded 
are recognized as valid and new 
bonds are ordered to be issued for 
them according to their classifica- 
tion. The most, if not all of these 
bonds, were held in this and the 
Southern States us the Directors are 
informed, they not being recognized 
in the stock market North because 
they had on their face “Confederate 
States instead of United States.” 

The ‘Treasurer, notwithstanding 
the decision ef the Court which al- 
lowed the compauy to deliver these 
bonds, as the company was advised, 
still hesitated to receive them. 

Under these circumstances it was 
deemed proper that the Legislature 
pass an explanatory act declaring 
the meaningandintention of previous 
legislation and in accordance with 
the decision of the Court, The act 
now referred to was drawn and in- 
troduced into the Legislature for that 
purpose. So far as the Directors 
know or believe there was nothing 
secret in the introduction or passage 
through that body. It being in it- 
self right and free from objeetion* 
they suppose it was passed in the 
usual course of business. The Jour- 
nal shows the day of its introduction 
—that it was referred to the Commit- 
tee of Internal Improvements, was 
reported favorably by that Commit- 
tee and passed its several readings. 

As a matter of law these bonds be- 
ing recognized by the LegfSlature as 
valid in the act to compromise the 
State Debt above referred to, 
Treasurer was bound to receive 
them without ang additional legisla- 
tion. 

The passage of this act howover 
cannot injure the State, since it is 
only additional recognition of the 
validity of the bonds which ought 
never to have been questioned, and 
when paid into the ‘Treasury the 
State is benefitted by having her 
debt reduced by the amount thus 
paid in. Rut it may benefit the 
— of these bonds who reside 
chiefly in the South by giving them 
a better opportunity to sell if they do 
not desire to fund.

WHEREAS, under an ordinance of 
Con vel. tion ratified March eleventh, 
one thousand eight hundred and 
stxtv eight, and an act of Assembly 
ratified the thirteenth of December, 
one thousand eight hundred and seve 
enty one, the Raleigh and Augusta 
Air-Line Railroad Company is au- 
thorized to pay off 51,200,000 of its 
second mortgage bonds held by the 
State Treasurer with any bonds or 
other indebtedness of the State; and 
whereas, the Publie Treasurer ex- 
presses x doubt whether under the 
construction of said act he is author 
ized to receive bonds issued during 
the war for internal improvement 
purposes, but under acts passed prior 
to the war; and whereas further, 
said bouds were issued to andare now 
held almost exelusively by citizens of 
this State, and the same have been 
recognized as valid by the authoritles 
of the State; now, therefore, 

Section i. The General 
of North Carolina do enact, That it 
was the true intentand meaning of 
the ordinance and act above referrea 
to authorize and empower the Pablie 
‘Treasurer to receive any of the afore- 
said internal improvement bonds in 
execution of the provisions of said 
act and ordinance, 

Section 2. The Public ‘Treasurer 
he and he is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to receive any 
of the internal improvement bonds 
of the State of North Carolina herein 
before described Which may hereafter 
be tendered under the provisions of 
said act and ordinance and in execu- 
tion of the same.

Banquet ot Americans — Celebration 
of the 4th in London. 


Lonpon, July 6 —200 persons ata 
banquet given by the Americans 
last evening in honor of the anniver- 
sary of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. Among the guests were U. 8. 
Grant, Jr.,son of President Grant, 
Messrs. Hatliuson and Chesebrough, 
of the Legation in London, Messrs. 
Woodhouse and Stevens, Hugh Mc- 
Cullock, Gen. Bradford, American 
Consuls at Dundee and Southamp- 
ton, H. M. Watts, Dr. Livingstone's 
son, Naval Constructor Barnaby, 
Sir Frederick Perkins and Henry 
Richard, members of Parliament. 
The Standard of to-day contains an 
exceedingly violent article against 
the celebration Ly the Americans. It 
says none but Americans would ven- 
ture upon such a display of bad taste 
and discourtesy as was shown 
in yesterday’s celebration, and 
none but English would tolerate it. 
It is hardly decent for any loyal En- 
glishman to participate in the cele- 
bration of English disasters. The 
Ameriean insurrection was about the 
most unprovoked rebellion in histo- 
ry. In the present times, forbearance 
and conciliation on the English side 
is returned by America with insult 
and abuse which is only encountered 
by cringing flattery, and this Dean 
Stanly calls reconciliation and peace- 
making. The Standard in conclu- 
ding its articlesa, e, among Americans 
there are but few not actually partici- 

mating in the general syatem of pub- 
ie plunderin the country, who would 
not joyfully exchange their iustitu- 
tions for the order, honesty and loyal- 
ty of this Empire from which a cen- 
tury ago they made their insane re- 
volt. 


FATAL COLLISION. | 


A Number ot Prominent Nortolk 
(itezens Lost in a Collision in the 
Harbor off Sewell’s Point. 


NorFOLK, VA., July 6.—The steam 
tur Lumberman, while returning 
last night from Fortress Monroe, 
with a pleasure party of sighteen on 
board, was run into off Sewell’s 
Point, by the steamer Isaac Bell, and 
sunk immediately in fifty feet water. 
Boats were lowered from the Bell, 
and several of the survivors picked 
up. The following is a list of those 
lost: Mrs. Elizabeth Hudgins, a 
widow lady and her colored servant, 
Cieo. Wilson, Mrs. Fredereci, Mrs. (i. 
W. Baker, Capt. Edward Cook , Jas. 
(. Borum, Harry Brown, of Norfolk, 
Miss M. Brown, of Matthews county, 
aud engineer, of Lumberman. Capt. 
Brown of the Lumberman, was 
struck on the head and severely in- 
jured by the wheel of the Bell. But 
— had strength left to rescue his wife, 
who had to crawl through the win- 
dow of the Pilot House to avoid be- 
ing carried down by the fast sinking 
boat. Mrs. Brown was severely in- 
jured, internally, and it is feared she 
will not survive. Boats have been 
sent down to drag for bodies.

The military display of citizen sol- 
diery at Augusta, Ga., on the 5th was 
the largestin the South since the 
war. Besides the compauies of the 
city there were present seven from 
Charleston and one trom Columbia. 


New details of the earthquake in 
South America add to the horrors of 
the catastrophe.

Every- 
thing is quiet to-day and no further 
trouble is apprehended.

Paris, July 6.—Gambetta has de- 
clined to accept Granier de Cassag- 
nac's challenge to fight a duel on ac- 
count of articles published in the 
Republic Francoise. He says he 
cannot hold himself at the disposal 
of the political adversaries, as he has 
other duties and responsibilites to 
fulfill towards his party, France and 
the Republic.
